L (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Magic Remedies (Objectionable Advertisements) Amendment Rules,

2. In the Drugs and Magic Remedies (Objectionable Advertisements) Rules, 1955 for Schedule, the following Schedule 
shall be substituted, namely:—
